If statistical anaivsis of county 
auditor-controller William Parsons is 
correct and there is nothing to suggest 
that it is not, the county split would in­ 
crease taxes r>p hoth north 
south 
and—or reduce service levels 
That was Parson's conclusion in an ar­ 
ticle Monday in the Record based on an 
interview, last week 
In this second segment Parsons cites 
examples supporting hiw contentions 
Parsons had said 
It is my opinion 
that virtually all cost reductions an­ 
ticipated by the committee are the result 
ot service level r«*ductions or conceptual 
errors 
In other words Parsons is saying that 
north county forces cannot split the 
county and maintain th* present service 
levels at the same $2 97 tax rate Parsons 
does concede, however, and it s an im­ 
portant point that the new county could 
survive by either increasing the tax rate 
or b\ lowering service levels, or a little 
of both 
It could be done and Parsons concedes 
that some north county forces are so 
adamant in their commitment to the 
split that they would or could manage to 
keep the governmental ship solvent by 
ihe use of extraordinary methods 
Here are some of Parson's examples 
illustrating his contention that the Santa 
Maria ( hamber of Commerce county 
split committee went astray in its 


feasibility study on the ques»“ >n 


OVERSTATED assessed value 
The 
committee used $402 million as a base on 
which to compute their projected tax 
rate This figure approximates the gross 
assessed valuation in north countv but 
should be reduced by a delinquency fac­ 
tor of three per cent and by the frozen 
redevelopment agency tax base for com­ 
putation of the rate These reductions 
total $19 314,000 or 4 8 per cent of their 
tax base By not reducing the tax base by 
the delinquency factor and the factor 
represented by redevelopment agengy

the split proponents have

PARIS (U P I) — The United States and Vietnam opened 
talks today on establishing diplomatic relations and ended 
their first session on a note of optimism with diplomatic 
sources saying they might exchange ambassadors within a 
few weeks 
'We had a frank, friendly and very useful conversation, 
said Assistant Secretary of State Richard C Holbrooke the 
chief U S negotiator, as he emerged from a basement con­ 
ference room in the pagoda-shaped Vietnamese Embassv 
Vietnam’s principal negotiator. Deputy Foreign Minister 
Phan Hien. told reporters. 
I fully agree with him 
Both 
men were smiling broadly 
The next session will be held Wednesday morning at the 
Vietnamese Embassy 
Holbrook and Hien are old Paris acquaintances dating 
back to the early days of the Vietnam peace talks in 1968 
when they were members of their respective delegations 
Those talks dragged on for five years. 
Diplomatic sources said the current talks would be much 
speedier An agreement on the exchange of ambassadors 
the lifting of the U S veto on United Nations membership for 
Vietnam and l ? S aid for Vietnam's reconstruction and

General Plan advisers to 
hear Mission Park proposal 


Representatives of the State Parks 
Department Thursday will brief the 
Lompoc General Plan Advisory Commit­ 
tee on controversial plans for La 
Purísima Mission Park, east of Lompoc 
The meeting is scheduled for 7 30 p m 
in the County Administration Building 
Cypress Avenue and E Street 
State park officials announced a month 
ago that they planned to acquire 215 
acres of agriculture land to protect the 
environmental 
integrity of the park 
entrance on Lompoe-( asmalia Road A 
portion of the land would come from the 
dairy farming holdings of the Hivaldi 
family 
The family ha^ announced they an* op­ 
posed to the acquisition and yet are also 
opposed to signing away their right 
forever 
to develop the land for 


agriculture purposes 
Much of the farming community sup­ 
ports the Rivaldis In the news bulletin of 
the Santa Barbara County Farm Bureau 
the organization’s directors spell out 
their opposition to the state action 
“The 
contention is the land must be kept in a 
rural setting for the Mission and the feel­ 
ing of the board of directors was that 
since part of the land is already in 
agriculture preserve and most of the 
remainder is in the process of being 
placed in ag preserve, that this is com­ 
patible with the desire of the state parks 
people The board further felt that it is 
contrary to public good to take good 
farm land off of the tax rolls and put it in 
public ownership Therefore the board 
Voted to request the supervisors support 
for this point of view 


facility was 50 per cent lower than at 
present The computed daily cost at that 
time was therefore relatively high — 
$30 51 per inmate day — plus medical 
costs On the other hand. San Luis Obispo 
County is charging the federal govern­ 
ment only $16 58 per inmate day plu«

The effect of the increased census in 
the south county facility has been to 
reduce the cost per inmate day. but has 
increased the overall cost of operation 


As of September 1976. the computed 
daily rate was reduced to $23 49 per in­ 
mate day 


In the auditor s report it was assumed 
that the north county use of the Santa 
Barbara facility would approximate 33 
per cent less prisoners held in Santa 
Maria and Lompoc temporary holding 
facilities The estimate was based on a 
crime report issued by the sheriff in 
January 1976 which estimated 33 per 
cent of crime was committed in the 
north county 


Recent analysis of actual inmates held 
in the Santa Barbara facility however, 
revealed that approximately one half of 
the prisoners held were from the north 
countv 


The reason for this discrepancy 
between the per cent of prisoners held 
and the per cent of crime rate is due to 
the difference in sentencing policies 
between north and south county judges 


The alternative of contracting with 
San Luis Obispo County as indicated in 
the Santa Maria committee report and 
as reported to media is not a viable alter­ 
native since according to the un- 
dersheriff of San Luis Obispo County, 
they have no excess capacity to sell 
Their jails are full 


The committee also felt it could 
reduce projected costs by increasing 
utilization of the Santa Maria and Lom­ 
poc facilities They argue that the Santa 
Maria facility could be converted to a 
Type II facility which would enable 
holding prisoners for more than 48 hours 
The committee estimated the conversion 
costs to be only $10,000 The $10.000 es­ 
timate however, would provide only for 
padding of the detoxification cells Ad­ 
ditional requirements according to state 
board of corrections would be to provide 
a maximum security dayroom for 
prisoners of at least 600 square feet Also 
required would be separate program 
space for education and crafts 
Also required would be improved 
kitchen facilities since longer detain­ 
ment would not allow serving of tv din­ 
ners to prisoners 
The operation of the dayroom program 
space and expanded kitchen facilities 
would require additional staff for super­ 
vision of prisoners Obviously there is a 
difference between staff requirements 
when prisoners are held in cells verses 
those held in dayrooms 
Parsons became animated when he got 
into the complexities of the various 
reports and spelled out his ideas with a 
rush of words 
Because of the nature of the series a 
third and final segment will follow 
tomorrow to wrap up Parsons 
case 
against the statistics and claims of the 
north countv pro-countv split forces

tax rebate

rings twice to make his deliveries 
I've learned a few things about our 
postal system which help provide better 
service and also save us money 
Although it now costs us 13 cents for a 
first c lass letter, the price is only 11 
cents tor * ach additional ounce And the 
average rate tor the first ounce in other 
countries is 17 cents. 
No reason to send letters airmail since 
all distant rnaii is carried by plane 
anyway 
It you have any old airmail 
stamps use them up but don’t mark the 
envelope air mail 
If you do it will be 
returned for extra postage 
A mne-cent postcard will arrive just as 
quickly and vou’U be saving the dif­ 
fe re n ce in the mail i ate plus the cost of a 
letter head ind an envelope Next year 
you can cut down on the cost of those 
commercial Christmas greeting cards 
and the cost of the 13-cent stamps Buy a 
couple of bright-colored felt-tipped 
marking pens and create your own 
Yuletide greetings on the message side 
of the nine cent postcards It will cost 
much less and will be appreciated as a 
personal message from you to someone 
you love 
When vou move you should notify 
friend- and organizations from whom 
you have been regularly receiving mail 
The Posi Office provides a free ‘Change 
ot Address Kit 
It contains cards to 
notify others of your move, and a 
reminder of people 
publishers, com­ 
panies etc you may forget to notify in 
the excitement of moving to a new home 
And of course there s one card to notify 
your old local post office so they will 
forward mail which continues being sent 
to the old address 
The months following the Christmas 
holiday is the time when we can an­ 
ticipate receiving calendars 
gadgets, 
books and assorted things — which we 
did not solicit

Despite my occasional complaints I 
believe our postal system does a pretty 
good job We can help by addressing the

the Lompoc Hospital’s Convalescent and 
Residential Care Center on North Third 
Street That project began with a sugges­ 
tion by Gordon deMarrais and has been 
continued with the aid of Rosalie Mc- 
Vicar. society president and yours truly 
There is another project now beginning 
to form as a result of the Friends group 
Again, Lemon had a hand in it 
He's 
chairman of a committeee that has to do 
with the recordation of plants that grow 
in the Botanic Garden at Ken Adam 
Park 
It's a 
process well known to 
botanists and horticulturists The com­ 
mittee will pick samples of every plant 
that grows in the garden, press it in a 
professional way and mount it for future 
inspection That points to the n«*ed for a 
despository, or library, some place 
where the public can examine the files 
The demand for such files won't be 
heavy, but students, teachers and others 
doing research on local flora would find 
the documents invaluable
